THE VERTICAL SYSTEM. 

In another column appears a letter 
from Mr. Shaw, of Midnapore, com- 
plaining of the vertical system of writ 
ing now adopted by the Council of 
Public Instruction. Regarding this 
question the Regina Leader says :— 


There is room on this question no doubt 
for difference ol opinion. The weight of 
evidence, however, isstrongly in favor of 
the vertical system. The vertical system is 
in use in Winnipeg and Toronto, in Boston 
and Chicago, and in many of the cities of 
the United States. In Kingston, Out., i 
was adopted after minute investigation, with 
very strong recommendation. in England 
its use is now general. Iu Germany the 
vertical system was adoptad as the tesult of 
inquiry by a commission appointed by the 
(sovernment, which commission investigated 
the matter exhaustively, and reported in 
favor of the upright as against the sloping 
system of writing, because it is more legible, 
because it economizes space, because it pro- 
mote» and enables greater speed, because b 
it writing is more easily and quickly learned, 
and emphatically because it is less fatiguing 
and is preferable on hygenic principles, * 

To characterise the upright system 
as a new fargled fad, is to acknowledge bck 
gf acquaintance with the subject. 
first penmanship was executed in the up- 
right. The sloping system was the innov- 


tian. ° 
The vertical system of writing was adopt- 
ed by the Council of Public Ins:ruction after 
tests made in several of the public schools 
in the Territories, and upon the united re 
quest and recommendation of the Inspectors, 
leading teachera and the Superintendent. 
There is rothing particularly arbitrary in 
‘oe regulation respecting it. Pupils who 
ve learned the sloping system are not re 
quired to change to the vertical. The Ter- 
ritorial teachers who have given the up- 
right system adequate trie] attirm that it 
gan be taught with a saving in time of fifty 
per cent. Because it is believed to be far 
erable, and with the intent uf ina few 
rs getting rid of both the sloping system 
and the dual system, all heginners are re- 
guired to learn the upright system.

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CURRENT NOTES. 
— 

Now that a satisfactory basis of set- 
tlement has been reached in the Ven- 
-ezuelan boundary case, public attention 
will turn to the larger question upon 
which negotiations are still pending— 
the general scheme of obligatory arb- 
itration between the United States and 
England. It will be of interest, then, 
to recall the position in which that 
question was left by the correspondence 
between Lord Salisbury and Secretary 
Olney, made public last summer, and 
the spirit in which each approached it. 
For while both premier and secretary 
were conciliatory in tone, and clearly 
honest in their determination to reach 
a satisfactory conclusion, there was yet 
® wide differeno ein the temper with 
which they conducted .the discussion. 
As a trained diplomatist, accustomed to 
give weight in all possibilities, and un- 
willing to expose any interest of the 
@reat empire which he guards to haz- 
ard, Lord Salisbury's attitude was one 
ef excessive eaution, if not of undue 
timidity. There were lions in every 
path. Mr. Olney, on the other hand 
approached the question with the direct- 
meas of a lawyer fully alive to the seri- 
Ousness of the business in hand, but 
Convinced that a permanent and satis. 
factory settlement could be reached. 


The principal differences developed by 
te discussion were (1) the subjects 
which the two powers should bind them- 
selves to submit at arbitration, (2) the 
unconditional acceptance of the award 
of the tribunal, and (3) the nature of the 
tribunal. Both negotiators agreed that 
mot all subjects of differance could be 
brought within a general treaty of arb- 
itration, and Lord Salisbury excepted 
those in which 'the national honor and 
integrity is involved.” His proposal] 
‘was that subjects of difference be divid- 
ed into two classes, first, those non-ter- 
ritorial, as fishing rights, navigation, 
sommercial privileges, claims and in- 
demnities, second, those territorial, re- 
lating to territory and sovereign rights. 
Of these the former were to be arbit- 
rable, that is to say the award of the 
court should be final. The latter were 
to be non-arbitrable, that is, the final 
award should not be compulsory. The 
reasons assigned for the exclusion of 
this olass were that the jealousies of 
the great powers would render it ex- 
ceedingly difficult to secure an impar- 
tial arbitrator; that the admission of 
territorial claims would multiply 
the number of those advanced by 
governments having nothing to 
lose and all to gain; and that in- 
ternational law provided no rules by 
which territorial claims could be im- 
partially adjudicated. In this condition 
to bind eitber country to accept uncon- 
ditionally an award as final might, in 
the event of an unjust award, involve a 
bighly dangerous surrender of its 
freedom of action. While willing to 
submit territorial claims to arbitration, 
Lord Salisbury therefore suggested that 
the defeated country should have the 
right of appeal to a higher tribunal 
composed of three supreme court judges 
of each nation, and unless they confirm- 
ed the decision by a vote of five to one, 
it should not stand. An alternative 
suggestion was that no award in this 
olass of disputes should stand if within 
three months after its delivery, either 
party should formally protest against 
ite validity.

Mr. Olney, while admitting that there 
are some matters of dispute which can- 
not be submitted to arbitration, he per- 
tinently asked who is to define such 
eases? To leave a mere administration 
to say what differences affect nation- 
al honor, would be to run the risk of 
having every arbitration refused. He 
proposed, therefore, that all disputes 
should be deemed arbitrable, but that 
any which the British Parliament or 
the United States Congress might by 
formal vote declare to affect the na- 
tional honor er integrity, might be 
withdrawn before the arbitral tribu- 
nal convenes. - All other cases should 
be arbitrable, and the award, whether 
rendered by the first court or by an 
appellate tribunal, should be final. An 
arbitration not binding upon the na- 
tions shall determine what disputes 
What Mr. Olney desires is that the na- 
tions would be no arbitration at all. 
they will submit to arbitration, and 
that done to bind themselves to stand 
by the award. What Lord Salisbury de- 
sires is the right of a nation to refuse 
to accept arbitration as final until it 
finds cut what the decision of the ar- 
dit rators will be. The crux of difficulty, 
as shown by the correspondence, is, 
therefore, the subjects which shall be 
@abmitted to arbitration. 


Asa chief purpose of a general treaty 
ef arbitration is to remove internation. 
al controversies from the influence of 
excitement and passion, it must be ad- 
mitted that Mr. Olney’s proposal to re- 
fer decision as to what disputes may 
affect the national honor to Congress 
or Parliament, is hardly adequate. In 
fact, to make decision depend on the 
interpretation of the word “honor,” 
would be to run the risk of defeating 
arbit ration altogether, For Congress 
or Pasiiament might deem the nation- 
al honor affected, as they have often 
deemed it to be affected, in what Lord 
Salisbury classes as arbitrable cases, a2 
well as in those relating to territory. 
Were the word “honor” omitted, and 
exception made only in cases affecting 
the “integrity” of territory—which is 
all that is wanted for treaty purposes 
—the matter would be greatly simplifi- 
ed. Fora tribunal of jurists, as is pro- 
pore’, would have little difficulty in de- 
fining territorial claims, if any, which 


cou not properly be submitted to ar- 
bitratior,

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HOUSEHOLD. 


INEXPENSIVE PRESENTS. 

A great many pretty and useful pre- 
sents can be made with very little ex- 
pense, if you will exercise the good 
taste and ingenuity with which women 
are usually blessed. A pair of pillow 
shams may be made of linen or a fine 
quality of bleached muslin. Finish the 
edges with hemstitched hems, stamp a 
border all around them, and embroider 
it with blue Asiatic filo floss. A mono 
gram or bunch of flowers in the cen- 
ter is also a handsome finish. 

If you have a friend who is an in- 
valid, a pair of bed slippers, crocheted 
or knit of soft yarn or zephyr, will 
doubtless be very acceptable. If you 
cannot spare the time to knit them, get 
a good patter-, and cut them of eider- 
down flannel, line with silk or casb- 
mere, and sew the tops to fleece lined 
soles. Bind the edges with ribbon. 

If your friend has a cozy corner, you 
might make a cushion for it. Make the 
cushion of bed ticking, filled with feath- 
ers, down or curled hair. The material 
for the cover need not be anything 
more expensive than denim or sateen, 
but ahoose her favorite oolor, or one 
that will harmonize with the other fur- 
nishings of the room. A cover of blue 
denim, made with the light side out, 
is pretty, with a conventionalized de- 
sign in each corner of the top, embroi- 
dered with dark blue Asiatic rope silk. 
Olive green or golden brown would har- 
monize with ecru or cream color. 

Nothing could be prettier than a 
work basket or stand seen recently. 
Three broomsticks were crossed just as 
those intended for a gypsy table and 
fastened in the middle. The tops of 
the sticks are fastened to a small hoop. 
The basket itself is crocheted of ma- 

crame cord, making the bottom very 
close and perfectly round. The side is 
in open work, four inches deep, and 
finished around the upper edge with 
scallops. After the crocheting is done, 
it is thoroughly wet with starch 
stretched over the bottom of a tin pail 
or pan of the proper size, and left to 
dry; then it is given three coats of 
varnish ,allowing each one time to dry 
before applying the next. The broom- 
sticks may be stained and varnished, 
or painted white. Fasten the basket 
to the hoop at the top. 

A great many useful articles may be 
made of linen. Laundry bags, covers 
for sidehoards, dressers, or commodes, 
tidies, doilies, and tea cloths are a few 
that could be mentioned. Handsome 
doilies for everyday use are made of a 
fine quality of butchors’ linen, finished 
with hemstitched hems. Stamp a flow- 
er design in each corner, and work with 
pale tints of Asiatic filo silk floss. 
they are per with delicate flower 
sprays scattered over the surface, Dres- 
den china fashion. 

A bag for soiled clothing is made of 
buckaback, a very durable material 
that costs twenty cents a yard. Cut the 
desired size, and work a design of wild 
roses in outline with black Roman floss 
on one side. Hem the „ and run a 
cord through the hem ang it up by. 


GOOD RECIPES. 


Baker's Crackers.—One quart of flour, 
half a cupful of butter, half a teaspoon- 
ful of salt; rub thoroughly together 
with the hands, and wet it with cold 
water ; beat well, and then beat in flour 
to make it quite (brittle and hard. 
Pinch off pieces and roll out separate- 
ly, and bake, and they will resemble 
baker’s crackers very much. 

Fish Balls—Mash dry, mealy pota- 
toes while hot, add butter and salt to 
taste, and an egg or two, well beaten; 
then use equal parts of the potatoes 
and finely picked fish. Chop up fine 
some well-cooked beets; have beets and 
fish ready to mold when the potatoes 
sre mashed. Dip them in beaten egg 
and fine crumbs, or roll well in flour, 
and let stand an hour or so before- 
cooking. 

Macaroons.—Soak one-half pound 
sweet almonds in boiling bot water till 
skins are removed, then pound them 
fine with rose water.

COPPER PRESERVING KETTLES. 

“ Like many others,” observed an en- 
perienced housekeeper, “I prefer a cop- 
per kettle for preserving purposes, al- 
though I admit that the enameled iron 
kettles are the easiest cleaned and kept 
clean. Copper kettles seem to make 
better preserves or jams, I do not know 
the reason of it, but my experience has 
always been that way. There is ona 


upon all who use copper kettles and 
that is never allow any preserves to 
cool in them. Better pour them out 
when the preserves are ming bot. In 
this way there is no danger ver- 
digris. The best preserves are ruined 
sometimes by allowing them to cool in 
a copper keftle. I don't think I have 
ever seen a brass kettle that I would 
feel safe in using. Ordinarily, however, 
the enameled iron kettles are general- 
ly used, though old-fashioned folks like 
myself prefer copper.” =

GOLD LETTERING. 
Hew the Barnished Geld Letters on the 
Window Pane Are Preduced. 

The eign letterer who is putting a 
good sign® on a window paints the let- 
ters upon the outside first, but these 
letters are only for a guide—the gold 
Is put upon the inside of the aus. The 
gold leaf is so thin and light that the 
faintest breath would be enough to 
blow it away—it is carried in the fami- 
liar little books. 

The letterer brushes the inner side 
of the glass, back of the lettering paint- 
ed upon the outside, with a brush dip- 
ped in water containing a trace of muc- 
lage. . Then with a wide and very thin 
camel’s hair brush, which he first 
brushes lightly back and forth once or 
twice upon the back of his head, or per- 
haps upon his coat, to dry it if it needs 
drying, and slightly to electrify it, he 
lifts from the book a section of gold leaf 
sufficient to cover a section of the let- 
ter and paces it on the glass. He re- 
ey these operations until the Hunt 
back of the letter painted on the front 
Is covered with the leaf. It may re- 


quire three or four-sections, such as 


can be picked up with the brush to cov- 
er the ietter, or perhaps more, de- 
ding on its size and shape. When 


has completed the application of the 


leaf to one letter he dampens the back 
of the next and proceeds with that in

SMOKING THE DEAD. 


Various Metheds of Dispesing of Late La 
mented Relatives in the French Conse. 
The natives of the French Congo 
have different methods of burisl. A 


daead lave is simply thrown into the} 


bush as food for hyenas and other wild 
beasts. There was a place of this kind 
within a quarter of a mile of the old 
mission house near Mayumba and the 
first missionaries collected the bones 
and buried them. The body of a con- 
victed criminal, who is killed by the 
witch doctor with Saswood, is 210 
thrown away. 

Common persons are buried the day 
after death in one of the huts in the 
town. A hole about eight inches deep 
is dug and lined with leaves. Then & 
mat about five feet long and three to 
four feet wide is put in, and the body, 
after being wrapped in five yards of 
cotton oloth, is placed on it and covered 
with another mat more leaves, and the 
soil that was taken from the excavation. 
This burial is only temporary, until 
the witch is found who caused the 
death. This takes days or weeks, the 
time depending largely upon the pay 
the doctor receives. If the pay is 
large, he takes a longer time, because 
there will be

for him, and this is about all he cares 
for. If the relativs are poor, the doc- 
tor soon finds the witch, and then the 
body of the dead man is placed in 3 
grave on the edge of the forest. 

This grave is deeper than the first, 
and after it is filled, sticks are fastened 
across it, and if stones are available 
these are used to secure the grave. It 
is necessary to do this or the hyenas 
would soon find the body. Rich persons 
have a monument over their graves, 
but common folk cannot afford this. 
They place some of the dead person's 
property upon the grave instead. A 
plate, a pitcher, and a spoon usually 
are the articles one finds. These things 
are sacred. No one will steal them, 
nor even exchange them for broken 
ones. 

Kings and rich persons are not bur- 
ied so soon. It often takes weeks, 
months, and even years before they 
rest in their graves. Their bodies are 
preserved in a kind of way, and since 
the natives seem able to stand any 
amount of ail Kinds of olfensiveness, it 
does not matter to them at all how 
much time eiapses before the burial 
takes place. Many yards of cloth are 
wound around the body, sometimes 
sixty yards or more, and after this 
the body is placed in a box as large 
as 1 Gne that we furnished for 
Monrovy Gernando measured 7 feet 
long by 2 1-2 feet wide and 3 feet deep.

The cloth and other things are placed 
in the coffin to give the rich a start 
in the spirit world. The natives say 
that there are ghosts, and for this rea- 
son they are great cowards after dark. 
It has often happened that the natives 
have robbed the graves of white peo- 
ple, to carry away parts of the body, 
in most cases the head, because they be- 
lieve there is great merit in this, and 
that any chief who has a white man's 
head in his possession can withstand 
all foes. These Shines 00 not happen 
quite so often now, ause there are 
more Europeans there, and the grave- 
yards are carefully protected.

A magnificent mansion, built entire- 
ly of colored glass bricks, hes Seen plan-

ELECTRIC LIGHT FOR ALL. 


Little Gas Ratlse Pisant

It is claimed by gas engineers. and 
they produce figures to substantiate 
their claims, that in the future, instead 
of building one large electrie lighting 
station at some point and having the’ 
current transmitted long distances 
through unde und feeders to the 
points of distribution, necessitating a 
great expense in copper and condults. 
each populous section will have a mall 
station run by a gas engine, driving 
a dynamo and equipped with a storage 
battery. A station of this kind has 
recently been erected in Frankfort, 
Germany, and the practical results are 
entirely successful, a larger net in- 
come being derived from a given num- 
ber of lamps than is therefore, to be 
established as good practice that in 
cities where there is no central station 
already, especially im these in which 
the gas works are operated by the 
municipality, block stations should be 
constructed in preference to large steam 
central stations. 


The great loss to peach growers by 
the destruction of their flower buds of 


comes from the injudicious selection of 
@ site for them. The trees should al- 
ways be on high ground, never in 3 
valley. The poor man owning but a 
small garden, and this garden in a val- 
ley, must not be blamed for planting 
peach tree in it, should he so desire: 
but the owner of a country home, 
with choice of position would be fool- 
ish to choose a valley for s peach or- 
chard. Valleys are always the first 
Places to catch the frosts.. It is cooler 
in them than on higher ground. 
Every farmer knows that the first 
white frosts of the season and the first 
ice are formed in the valleys. The 
deep soil which washings from higher 
land have made attracts the attention 
of would-be planters to the valleys, as 
being excellent places for trees to 
grow in. And so they are. The high- 
er sites are not perhaps as fertile, but 
crops are more assured there, and this 
is what is wanted. The rank growth 
which valleys induce keeps up s0 late 
in the season that it does not ripen, 
and this immature growth very often 
gets winter killed. And it is certain 
— peach — a = worse 
or in moderately good 
soil. While the h is slower, life 
is longer. There is less disease attack- 
ing trees on hills than there is in val- 
leys. We have known of peach trees 
springing upon the summit of bills 
where pits have been tossed by passers- 
by who were eating the fruit, and 
these trees were healthy for years and 
years, and were rarely without a crop 
of fruit. Late frosts, just as the flow- 
er buds are expanding, are the dread of 
many a fruit-grower, but to the one 
who has his orchard on the summit of 
a hill or at least a good way out of 
the valley, they have no terrors. Then, 
again, in favor of the elevated site, 
is the fact that when fall comes it finds 
the trees with wood well ripened. We 
have never known trees on elevated. 
ground to be injured in the least in 
winter. There is no over-rich soil or 
superabundance of moisture to cause 
late growth. The next best place to 
such a site as described is an eastern 
or northern slope, where there is sun- 


im E ach Block 


southern slopes the heat is great in 
midday in spring. and this heat will 
bring along the buds even though the 
ground be frozen. 


CONCERNING STRAWBERRIES. 


When strawberries are covered with 
leaves or mulch in early winter to keep 
them from being injured by freezing 
and thawing, it is the general plan to 
take off this covering as soon as the 
first spring days come. But if more 
than one bed is in charge and it is de- 
sired to have a succession of fruit, it 
is better to leave the covering on later 
on one of the beds so that the plants 
in it may not make so early a start 
as the other. Those who have not ex- 
perimented in this way would hardly 
believe what a difference this makes. 
When soil is covered with leaves or 


straw it no longer thaws out in 
spring, and plants in it do not start 
to grow till this occurs and the ground 
becomes warm. A strawberry bed kept 
covered until the Iatter part of April

They weigh less than half as 
much as any other form of denture. 


NUT MEATS. 


The Nats Shelled by Machines—Purpeses 
for Which the Meats Are Used. 

Nut meats are used mostly for con- 
fectioners’ purposes, but they are sold 
also for domestic use, for home cake and 
candy making, and for table use as des- 
sert. The meats chiefly sold are those 
of English walnuts, pecans, hickory 
nuts, black walnuts, Brazil nuts, and 
almonds. 


Years ago when the consumption of 
nut meata was comparatively small the 


nuts were cracked by hand; now they 
are all shelled by patented machines 
of ingenious construction, varying in 
their methods of operation according to 
the kinds of nuts for which they are 
designed. Such nuts, for example, as 
pecans and Engiisn wainuts, the meats 
of which are formed in substantially 
uniform halves, are fed into hoppers 


from which they fall singly between 
knives so arranged that they cut only 
the shell, without cutting or marrin 
the meat. From the cutters the nu 
drop upon a. sifter, constantly shaken 
where the shells are shaken clear o 
the meats and thrown off. The nut 
meats are left entire, and they are sel- 
dom broken. The meats are thon 
separated into halves to remove the thin 
partition that divides the nut. 
Brazil nuts are put into machines 
that cut the ends from the nut; the 
structure of the Brazil ftutshell is 
such that all or the greater part of 
the shell is usually detached by the 
operation of cutting off the ends. What- 
ever may remain is cut off with knives 
by hand. Hickory nuts are cracked in 
machines. It is impossible to get whole 
meats; there are likely to be some 
| halves, but hickory meats are usually 
in fragments. 
The various nut meats, when they 
have been taken from the shells, are 
put through a drying process in blow- 
ers to remove superfluous moisture; the 
meats keep better when properly dried. 
Nut meats packed for domestic uses are 
| put up in half pound and pound paper 
xes. The usual commercial pack- 
| ages of nut meats are twenty-five pound 
and fifty-pound boxes and barrels con- 
| taining about a hundred and fifty 
pounds.

[THIS 18 A VERY FAST AGE 
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CHANGING CARS WHILE RUNNING 
AT SIXTY MILES AN HOUR. 

An Iaventten That May Be ef Practical 
Uttitsy—-Remarkable Idea Seon te Be 
Tried by Rallreads—Paraliel Trains 
With a Vestibaied Bridge Acts as a 
Moving Station. 

Even in this day of railroad won- 
dera, with engines that can spurt at 
the rate of 112 miles an hour, it seems 
a remarkable idea that provides for 
Passengers changing cars on trains that 
run at the rate of 60 miles an hour 
without the slightest cessation of epeed. 
The latest idea is a wonderful travel- 
ing railroad station in the form of 2 
eke a vestibuled bridge at the 

It provides for a limited train. or an 
express that is unlimited, that shall 
run through from New York to Chi- 
cago, for example without making « 
single stop, traveling steadily at the 
rate of 60 miles an hour. To bring this 
about there would be trains, each of 
which should pick up passengers along 
100 miles of territory. Every train 
would be scheduled to be at a certain 
station at the time the express was 
due. By an arrangement with the tele- 
graph operator at the station beyond 
which the auxiliary train was waiting 
the conductor thereof would receive 


notice from the telegraph operator about | i 


five minutes before the express arrived. 

Then the auxiliary would pull out 
on the track next to the one used by 
the express and proceced to make time. 
the express and proveeded to make 
would be 60 miles an hour, which would 
not be a difficult task, because the en- 
gine of each auxiliary train would be 

LOWERING THE BRIDGE. 

By the time the express was near 
the auxiliary train, the latter would 
be making close to the desired speed, 
and then both engineers would regu- 
late the time they were making 30 as 
to run neck and neck. Now comes the 
change of passengers. 

The transfer car. of the auxiliary has 
on its side a door, which opens inward. 
Folded close to the side of the car, 
just outside this door, is what seems to 
be the ordinary accordion like coupling 
of a vestibule train. There is, however, 
this difference. It has no platform on 
which the passengers are to walk. The 
vestibule coupling is not directly on a 
line with the bottom of the door, but 
about a foot above it, fastened to two 


powerful arms of steel which move up 
and down. 

The express train that stops for 
nothing but accidents, also has a trans- 
fer car in ite makeup. There is a door 
in the side of this car, just as in the 
transfer car of the auxiliary. Outside 
too, is the same accordion-like vesti- 
bule, but, in addition, outaide the vesti- 
bule and fastened to the side of the 
car, the lower end resting upon 2 
stout arrangement of steel is what re- 
sembles the gang way of a big pas- 
senger steamer, minus the railing. 

Looking again at the transfer car of 
the auxiliary. it will be noticed that 
just below the door are two heavy sock- 
etc. A little distance on each aide of 
the door and below the threshold are 
two more sockets, and on the transfer 
car of the express is a similar arrange- 
ment. Presently, when the cars are 
running even and even, the utility of 
the invention is displayed. 

“CHANGE CARS.” 
From apertures in the sides of each 
of the transfer cars steel bars appear 
—that is, a steel bar emerges from the 
right socket of the express car and 
from the left socket of the auxiliary. 
These bars are pushed at an angle, flat- 
wise, so that whan fitted in the sockets 
on the two cars they are in the form 
of a letter X, and form most substan- 
tial basis for a bridge. This done, the 
bridge is lowered from the express 
transfer car until its outer edge fits 
firmly into the socket just below the 
th d of the door of the auxiliary 
car. Then the vestibule coupling shoots 
out from each side directiy over the 
bridge, and fits down firmly upon it. 
This is done in far less time than it 
takes to relate the method of the in- 
vention, and now the transfer of pas- 
sengers from the auxiliary to the ex- 
press occurs. Both trains are running 
at 60 miles an hour all this while, and 
the passengers walk acrosss from the 
auxiliary to the express just as easily 
and comfortably as if they were pass- 
from one car to another in @ vesti- 
bule train. 
The transfer complete, it is an easy 
matter to replace the apparatus as it 
was before the transfer took piace. Of 
course, it goes without saying that per- 
scns desirious of stopping at the sta- 
tions along the lines which the through 
train traverses would transfer from 
the express to the auxiliary just as 
the passengers go from the auxiliary 
to the express. ; ¢

The Canadian Pacific railway has 


made a rather important change in 
theiz system of- freight traffic. Freight
